SUBJECT: WORKSHOP ON CLIMATE CHANGE EMISSIONS REGULATIONS

The Air Resources Board (ARB) will conduct a two-part public workshop on
September 18, 2003.  During the workshop, staff will present background information,
receive questions, and welcome public comment for the development of regulations to
reduce climate change emissions from motor vehicles.
